1 . DESPITE SUCCESSFUL MOVE OF BULK OF AMCITS FROM KOLWEZI 
TO SECURE AREAS, WE REMAIN CONCERNED AS TO WELFARE OF 
RESIDUAL GROUP OF AMCITS (ESTIMATED AT 1 1 OR 13) STILL 
BELIEVED IN KATANGAN-HELD AREAS OF THAT CITY. MOREOVER,
